With the help of Usenet we tracked down 
a knowledgeable source in Namibia, Africa, 
to fill us in on the state of affairs there. 
Unfortunately, however, after a short corre- 
spondence his messages stopped without 
warning. We were left without the infor- 
mation we were looking for and had no 
other way of contacting him. 

Ironically, both the beauty and the hin- 
drance of e-mail — depending on 
whether you're sending or replying — is 
that you can't force a person to reply. 
We could have put together this issue 
without using e-mail and the Internet— 

and the telephone were more than suffi- 
cient just two years ago. The question is, 
would we have? Probably not. The cost, 
efficiency, and immediacy of the Net, 
however, made it surprisingly easy.

Tax time 


Once again, we asked the tax 
guys, John and George, to 
review the list of tax-prepara- 
tion software for sale this year. 
They looked at a total of seven 
packages — plus an eighth 
product available for free via 
the Internet. 

Some good news for this tax 
season is that the software 
packages seemed to have 
dropped in price since last year. 

The reviews use a four-disk 
rating system based on ease of 
use, capabilities, and addition- 
al features that make the pro- 
gram more desirable. 

Finally, most products this 
year have e-filing capabilities. 
The taxpayer is still unable to 
e-file directly to Revenue 
Canada, however. Returns have 
to be taken to a licensed e-file 
preparer, a S5-S25 expense. 

The benefit of e-filing is that 
you may see your cheque from 
the government earlier. E-filing 
may not be worth the addition- 
al charge, though, depending 
on when you send. In March, 
you may receive the cheque 
about two days earlier, but it 
could be as much as two weeks 
earlier in April when the bulk 
of returns are sent off. 

You may not be interested in 
all the bells and r'histles avail- 
able from these packages, but 
they all offer, at the very least, 
a better alternative to the tra- 
ditional pencil method.

Imagine now that somebody JUM dropped in

of San Jose. California, announced its X704 chip 
for IkrwcrPCbascd computers at the recent 
Apple Developers’ conference in San Francisco.
